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Park Service Officials Deny 
Charges That Guides Will Be 
Placed Under U.S. Civil Service 


Will Restore Historic Battlefield Residence 


Charges made bv Henry W Gar­ 
un, battlefield guide and pre. ident 
of the Gettysburg Chamber of Com­ 
merce. that the park: service had 
tried to '’cram civil service" down 
the throats of the guides, and that 
Dr. J Walter Coleman, superintend­ 
ent of the park here, had "threat­ 
ened to get rid of the guides" were 
denied by park service officials at 
a meeting In the Chamber of Com­ 
merce office Friday night 
During a crowded, smoke-ailed 
and 
overheated 
meeting 
which 
lasted more than two hours, battle­ 
field guides were told emphatically 
that the National Park Service has 
no intention of placing Gettysburg 
guides under civil service, hasnt 
had for several years, and that the 
entire matter has been a "dead" 
issue since the guides themselves 
said they did not want it 
f o n ir r « m a n Preside* 
Congressman J ame* F Lind, who 
represents the York-Adams-FYank- 
lin district in 
congress, presided 
over%the meeting, which he charac­ 
terised as "informal, in no sense a 
congressional investigation, and an 
effort only to bring guides and park 
service officials together for dis­ 
cussion of problems ” 
Representing the National Park 
Service were Major Thomas J. Al­ 
len, Richmond, Va , regional direc­ 
tor; Ronald F Lee. historian and 
Herbert E {Cahier, assistant histor­ 
ian, both of Washington

Friday nights rn cr ting followed 
the adoption, recently, of a resolu­ 
tion by directors of 'he Clumber of 
Commerce requesting Congressman 
Lind 
and 
U.S. Senators Edward 
Martin and James H. Duff to ask 
the Interior department to conduct 
an investigation of the affairs of the 
local park service. 
Congressman Lind ou* lined the 
situation as he said it had bien 
presented to him. He .‘ aid Mr. Gar­ 
vin had laid the matter before him 
about two week.1 ago 
N ational Shrine 
"Gettysburg is a national shrine,” 
he said “The battlefield guides and 
the residents of Gettysburg are not 
the only people concerned with the 
battlefield. Any action we tal e af­ 
fects the entire population of the 
United States.” 
Mr 
Garvin 
prefaced his com­ 
plaints with the statement that “the 
action of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce was put in the paper against 
my wishes I later refused to make 
a reply to Dr. Coleman’s denials ” 
Mr. Garvin said several years ago 
“they” tried to cram civil service 
down the guides' throats. At a meet­ 
ing in the fire engine house, Mr. 
Garvin alleged that Dr. Coleman 
told the guides; "I can get rid of 
you guides any time I want to. Now' 
how many of you want civil serv­ 
ice?” 
Mr. Garvin also told of another 
meeting at Dr. Coleman's home at 
which he said the latter declared 
that he had talked with department 
officials who thought civil service 
would be a “good idea" for the 
guides “We never voted for it,” Mr. 
Garvin said. 
“Last summer we asked to have 
.several more guides put on. No ac­ 
tion was taken,” he said. 
Attacks New Booklet 
Referring to the “guide book” 
complaint, Mr. Garvin said: 
"For years there have been book­ 
lets published on the battlefield. 
Eight or ten are published right 
here in Gettysburg. Now the govern­ 
ment steps in and publishes and 
sells books taking dollars out of 
the pockets of the taxpayers.” 
Referring to the question of addi­ 
tional guides. Mr. Garvin said: "We 
don’t want a monopoly, we want 
enough 
guides 
to 
prevent 
a 
monopoly.” 
He presented copies of a letter 
addressed to Dr. Coleman setting 
forth a new' schedule of fees which 
the guides propose, he said, 
to 
charge. "The guide fees have been

Bryan Farm Buildings To Be 
Returned To Civil War Status 
Dr. J. Walter Coleman, superin­ 
tendent of the Gettysburg National 
Military park, t o d a y announced 
plana for the restoration of the 
Bryan house on the battlefield, and 
said that work of tearing down the 
wings, built several years after the 
battle, was expected to start next 
week 
The 
Bryan 
farm 
buildings, so 
named from a family of negroes who 
occupied the buildings just prior to 1 
tire battle July I, 2 and 3, 1863. are 
located on Cemetery ridge at the 
southern end of Ziegler’ Grove ad­ 
jacent to the Taneytown road en­ 
trance and about 300 yards north of 
the Bloody Angle. 
I ne house has been unoccupied 
since 1940 Its last residents were the 
family of Finest Strickhouser. parks 
department painter. Its condition 
bet ame such that it could no longer 
be used for living purposes. 
Funds Now Available 
Plans for the restoration have 
been under consideration for several 


years, but the parks department was 
without funds to restore the house 
to its Civil War t.me appearance, 
Dr Coleman said. Funds are now 
available in the budget and the 
work will be done Eventually water 
and electricity will be provided to; 
make the house livable again, he 
said. When the restoration is com­ 
pleted. there will be a living room 
and kitchen on the first floor and a 
bedroom and storage room on the 
second floor 
The Bryan family have no known 
descendants living here now, Dr. 
Coleman said Toe barn, on (ive op- 
posite side of Hancock avenue from 
the house, i little changed from its 
war-time aspect, but the house had a 
wing added to the south, the upper 
story raped and a kitchen built on : 
the back. The old portion stands out 
distinctly ijctau.se of the much wider 
side boards. 
The Bryan buildings were in tho 
line of both artillery and infantry*

Tank Columns 
Dare Commies 
As They Cross 
Korean Border 


Tokyo, March 31 (J1)—Two Amer­ 
ican tank columns stabbed across 
the Red Korean border today in a 
daring challenge to a Chinese ol- 
fensive buildup. 
One column struck across the 38th 
Parallel north of Uijongbu on the 
western front and then pulled back 
before dusk 
The other thrust Into the Red­ 
lands north of the Chungpyong res­ 
ervoir on the central front. Both ran

Toward Better Braking 
Something new in service that 
ought to save a lot of brake trouble 
is the plan of changing the brake 
fluid once a year. This ha* the 
special advantage of helping to 
keep the system clean and it also 
serves to insure the driver against 
tile risks of fluid that isn’t correct 
for his car. Since additions to the 
fluid level often have to be made 
while on tour he's never too sure 
just what is being added unless he 
is one of the smart fellows who 
carries a can of spare brake fluid 
along with him. Inferior grades of 
fluid may be affected by tempera­ 
ture changes. This may result in 
excessive pressure building up or to 
deterioration of some of the rubber 
parts of the system. The annual 
complete refilling will obviate a lot 
of trouble by getting rid of any­ 
thing that is beginning to cause 
damage to the system. 
Know Tho Whole Story 
It's a bit on the unfortunate side 
to have a convenience on the car 
and then misuse it because of not 
knowing its whole story. Such was 
the experience of a friend of mine 
who removed the little fuel level 
sight screw which he found in the 
side of the carburetor on his new 
car. This little screw, when removed, 
allow** the observer to see whether 
the float level is being maintained 
at the proper point. It is a real 
convenience for owner or mechanic, 
but there’s a little catch on it. 
Naturally, to prevent leakage, the 
plug has to be jnade of the same 
metal as the carburetor which is 
soft, thus insuring against unequal 
expansion and contraction of the 
plug. But with such metal, extreme 
care must be taken to prevent dam­ 
age to threads.- My friend didn't 
know about this, went overboard on 
elbow* grease and did quite a Job 
on Ute plug. 
The Motor Primer 
I hope you didn’t learn the hard 
way that the modern car motor tips 
to the rear. Many have. They 
drained off the radiator but didn't 
open the drains ai the rear of 
the motor block and there was 
trouble one of those cold nig ii ta. 
Rearward tipping is a natural re­ 
sult of trying to deliver yyower to 
the rear wheels with less I st. The 
universal Joints have less 
to 
do when the drive line is straighter. 
In the old days the engine was high 
and level, and there was a sharp 
angle just behind the transmis­ 
sion where the propeller shaft tip­ 
ped down to lead to the pinion and 
ring, gears. Today the tipped back 
engine lessens angularity, and it 
saves trouble. 
M«*chanir Jo«* Speaking: 
“With so many more cars using 
hydraulic valve lifters it is timely 
to stress the importance of using 
only clean oil and keeping it clean. 
Best way to accomplish this, of 
course, is to change oil more often 
and. in addition, to use a good 
filter. To 
prevent any pressure 
against the valve with this tvoe 
tappet it is a feature of the 
design to provide for leakage of 
oil from the tappet. In operation 
this leakage acts a.s a balancing 


f effect, but when the motor is first 
started up the tapjiets may be shy 
oil for a minute and thus may allow* 
j the valves to be noisy. This doesn’t 
mean anything at all—except that 
the system is working as designed.” 
Why They Squeal 
That tire .squeal isn’t always what 
you think it is, according to the 
tire people. Most owners flture ei­ 
ther that the tires are underinflated 
or that they are driving round 
curves too fast. Actually, there are 
other reasons for the squeak, not the 
least of which is cverinflation. When 
tires are pumped up too hard, or if 
they have picked up pressure from 
fast driving, there is less area of 
tread in contact with the road. Road 
surfaces are a factor, too. Some 
topography, in addition to the type 
of road surfacing material, will 
cause squeal, esiiecially crowned 
roads Then tiiere are tile mechanic- J 
a1 conditions of the car itself which | 
may call for realignment of Hie 
iront end ■and checks on steering 
rod>, .spindles and wheeL. 
Nu! What It Seemed 
One of my readers passes along a 
thought that should be helpful to 
those who are disturbed because of 
strange noises in the car. Often 
these annoyances do not indicate 
I ny thing 
serious, 
although they 
have all tile earmark.-, of warnings. 
Tile noise in this particular case was 
a sort of fluttering sound in the 
motor. It seemed to hint of fan trou­ 
ble. yet tills unit was running in 
perfect shape. Looking deeper into 
the situation, however, he rim e up 
with the observation that a piece of 
paper was caught between the grille 
and the radiator core. There it flut­ 
tered merrily in the breeze. 
Revamping Those Pistons 
In any service work on pistons it 
3 import int to clean out the oil 
drainage holes, but it is surprising 
how many pc . pie overlook this 
point. Another rule is to remove the 
ridges on tile cylinders before trying 
to remove the pistons. These ridges 
can be reamed off. They are largely 
deposits of hard carbon. 
One reason why motcr overhauls 
do not always work out properly is 
because the bottom of the pistons 
are not properly serviced. Tile tip 
of

should 
be 
square ". Tills can be accrnipii&hed 
by rubbing the bottom on emery 
paper. Naturally a squared skirt bot­ 
tom has a better edge for contacting 
the cylinder walls. 
Keep These In Mind 
If you are using spark plugs with 
built-in resistors the usual spark 
plug teeters will not give a true re­ 
port on the spark. 
In the case of a very dull car go 
over the surface twice with cleaner 
or p:lhh rather than to try to clean 
up the whole surface with one oper­ 
ation. This will prevent damage and 
permanent dulling of the surfice. 
Contrary to some of the advice 
now* enjoying circulation a new car 
should be waxed immediately upon 
delivery. 
Something To Mull Over 
In the detailed specifications of 
some of the new* cars you may And 
that better ignition is claimed be­ 
cause of use of dual sets of breaker 
points. Some of tile car makers even 
go so far as to flash that mysterious 
term “cam dwell." Actually, there is 
nothing new* about two sets of 


breakers. I had them on a car back 
in the 20’s. With eight cylinders two 
sets of breakers just have the num­ 
ber of lobes on the cam of the dis­ 
tributor shaft with the result that 
tliere can be a longer period for 
points to remain closed. This in­ 
crease in "dwell” is supposed to be 
the desired angle for better ignition. 
Technically, a greater dwell has the 
effect of retarding the ignition tim­ 
ing. Perhaps this return to dual sets 
of points has some bearing on low­ 
ered octane rating for gas. 
Ifs A Motor Question 
Q The engine of my car sort of 
coughs when running along at a 
steady speed. There is no valve 
stickage, and we have carefully 
checked the ignition —K H G. 
A. To me this looks like a case of 
a worn metering rod in the car­ 
buretor. 
Q What would cause thp clutch to 
slip? There definitely is no oil in 
the clutch housing because none 
drops from the vent when the car 
stands.—H W R. 
A. Assuming that the clutch pedal 
is properly positioned this looks like 
a case of bent or warped clutch 
plates. 
Q I have been having trouble with 
the horn wire becoming bare where 
it enters the staring post. Is there 
any way to solve this? H FN 
A. You can insert a short piece 
of rubber tubing in the steering 
column hole and run the horn wire

M uch was said at the m eeting 
about the need and the valu* of th e 
battlefield guide service. The only 
criticism cam e as m uch from guides 
them selves present as from th e park 
service. It was adm itted th a t some 
guides were negligent in m a in ta in ­ 
ing a proper personal appearance 
and lax in other m atters. 
Praises Guide Service 
Mr. G arvin said: ‘The G ettysburg 
guide service has made G ettysburg, 
not the governm ent or th e park 
service. Look at A ntietam . No one 
gees th ere because there are no 
g u id e s” He declared th a t persons 
who a ttrm u t to "see the battlefield” 
w ithout a guide, or use a m ap. go 
hom e and say “there is nothing to 
see a t G etty su u ’g 
He added th a t 
“ It is impossible for anyone to find 
his way around the battlefield w ith 
a map.'* 
Two circum stances have injured 
th e guide business. Mr. B ushm an 
said, th e Pennsylvania turnpike, and 
the stationing of rangers on the 
battlefield. “These rangers can tell 
onlv w’h at happened at th e p a r­ 
ticular spot where they are s ta ­ 
tioned.’’ he said

“The G ettysburg area is national 
in scope and not the property of 
the local com m unity,” he pointed 
out.

for guides for m ore th a n 20 years. 
The guides said they did not want 
an exam ination tak en by 50 or 60, 
who m ight all go to work at once, 
but an eligible list from which a 
guide could be appointed as o th er 
guides die or "quit.” 
“Don t you th in k you ought to 
have more recent qualifications?” 
Mr. Allen asked “ I don t know of 
any business in th e world th a t lets 
its rating stan d for 25 years.’’ 
Mr. Lee declared th a t his d ep a rt­

had 
no th o u g h t 
or desire 
other th an to m ain tain the guide 
service and m ake it satisfactory “If 
we were to have an exam ination it 
would be open to th e people of this 
com m unity,” he said.

New Book Is Popular
